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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 



This report is greatly condensed to save money. The usual lists of con- 
tributors to the general and special funds of the Society are omitted. 

Each of the forty years since this Society was established has made its 
own contribution toward the growth of the organization, but the past 
year has probably meant more than any other in the development of our 
work for dependent and neglected children. 

One of the important events of the past year has been our decision to 
join the Welfare Federation of Philadelphia. This action was taken after 
the most careful consideration. Beginnings are usually difficult. It will 
take time to perfect the Federation plan of raising funds, and to make its 
full benefits known to all those concerned. We are glad to find that al- 
ready a large majority of the former contributors to the Children's Aid 
Society in Philadelphia and vicinity have subscribed through the Federa- 
tion. A number of others have sent their contributions direct to the 
Society with the understanding that the amount will be used entirely for 
our work. In this connection, it may be added that any amount sent to 
the Federation with a request by the donor that it be applied to the sup- 
port of this Society will be so credited and the amount will be received 
exactly as though it had been sent direct to our office. We shall be very 
glad to reply to any requests for information about our finances in relation 
to the Federation. 

It is difficult in a brief space to describe the many different kinds of 
unfortunate children for whom this Society cares. A classification in 
regard to the parentage may give some idea of our problem. The figures 
below relate to 6,148 children received from January 1, 1910, to December 
31, 192 1, from Poor Boards, Juvenile Courts, and other sources in Phila-

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Naturally, each year a certain number of children are passed from care 
by return to parents or relatives who have again become able to care for 
them, or by legal adoption in the families who have taken them to raise as 
their own children. Some become of age each year, and a few have to be 
transferred to institutions because they require special care usually on 
account of physical or mental conditions. 

During the past year we were responsible for 2,448 of the above chil- 
dren, and at the close of the year 2,019 °f them remained in care. Of 
course, the situation was even more serious for many of these children 
than our table shows. For example, some of the widows and deserted 
wives were incompetent or morally weak, and others were sick or physi- 
cally incapacitated, so that they could not make a home for their children 
even with outside aid. In the case of children whose mothers had died or 
had been deserted, every effort was made to secure support for them from 
the fathers. Practically all of these children had been neglected more or 
less, before they reached the Children's Aid Society. It will readily be 
seen that we needed all of our facilities for the investigation and admission 
of children, their temporary care including medical and mental examina- 
tions, home finding, visitation of homes offered for children, placement of 
children, and the special work of our departments for older boys and older 
girls. The size and the organization of our staff, as shown on pages 6 and 
7, have been determined by the needs of the children. 

Increasingly valuable help in caring properly for our children is 
received from the Associated Medical Clinic and the Child Study Depart- 
ment. Their diagnostic physical and mental examinations and dis- 
criminating reports have been invaluable. The various committees of the 
Board and the State Advisory Council have been active, and their services 
have been most helpful in promoting the objects of the Society. The 
recent reorganization of our staff has made possible a larger and, we 
believe, a much better service for children than ever before. Our need for 
adequate permanent office quarters is greater than ever, and we hope to 
join with other social agencies in helping to solve this problem in the near 
future. We believe this Society is on the threshold of great opportunities 
in its work for children. We solicit the interest and the support of the 
public for the Children's Aid Society in one of the most important and 
hopeful branches of social work.

The death of 

MISS KATHERINE NEWUN 

On September 28,1921, removes the last of that public-spirited 
group who saw the need for non-institutional care of children, 
and in 1883 obtained the charter of the Children 's Aid Society 
of Pennsylvania for such work. 

To it she devoted the best years of her life and gave un- 
stintedly both of her personal work and her money. She was 
President of the Board for two years, 1894 and 1895. 

To her the term "a member of the Board" was no light ex- 
pression, but meant that she owed the work her best thought 
and effort. No duty was too irksome for her to undertake in 
its interest, and she felt a personal responsibility for the wel- 
fare of the children committed to the Society. The record of 
her unfailing attendance at Board and Committee meetings 
whenever possible is eloquent testimony to her unflagging 
interest and care. Her devotion, faithfulness and generous 
help are at once a challenge and an inspiration to those who 
are left to carry on the work she so nobly helped to found and 
to sustain.

Society of Pennsylvania at its office, 1428-30 Pine Street, Philadelphia, 
for the year ending December 31, 1921. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit the office and 
make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. Your Auditing 
Committee also examines and approves the bilk payable and petty cash 
disbursements throughout the year. Such items as were examined, as 
indicated by initials, signatures and stamps of either the Auditor General 
or your Auditing Committee, were not re-examined by us. Our examina- 
tion consisted in making comprehensive tests of such details of cash re- 
ceipts and disbursements, with supporting vouchers and other bookkeep- 
ing entries as had not been examined by the state or by your committee. 
The attached Balance Sheet and Income and Expense Statement are 
correctly prepared from the books as of December 31, 1921. 

We verified the amount of cash on hand in the Fidelity Trust Co. and 
in your office, and also in the uninvested principal. We verified the se- 
curities on hand, and made certain tests of income from these securities. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved for pay- 
ment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to $346,472.37, as 
shown by the statement appended hereto, and the income from all 
sources was $308,071.87, showing that the income was not sufficient to 
meet the expenses by $38,400.50.

REPORT OF CLOTHING COMMITTEE FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1921 



Mrs. Aubrey Huston, Chairman, reports various activities of the 
Committee during the past year. The Purchasing Committee has found 
an encouraging decrease in the price of clothing. Although the average 
number of children for whom clothing had to be supplied increased about 
100 over the previous year, the total amount spent for clothing remained 
about the same on account of better prices. It was also possible to make 
in improvement in the quality of clothing purchased, and this has been 
an economy. The expenditure for clothing during the year 192 1 was 
$42,859.75. In addition, we received from various branches of the 
Needlework Guild of America 7,440 garments valued at $1860.00. 

During the year, members of the Clothing Committee and their 
friends have knitted 128 sweaters for the younger children and for some 
of our children at Mont Alto Sanatorium. 

About 1,000 Christmas presents were purchased, wrapped and sent 
to the children in boarding homes of the Society. Some members of the 
Committee have also rendered valuable service in transferring children 
to and from homes, and in corresponding with children receiving treat- 
ment in various sanatoriums.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 



The year 1922 was one of definite progress in every department 
of our Society. 

Through our reception department we dealt helpfully with a 
large number of applications on behalf of dependent children.* 

With increasing success we have continued our plan of providing 
temporary care in family boarding homes. The excellent service 
rendered by the Associated Medical Clinic has given us an unequal- 
led year of freedom from contagious and infectious diseases. The 
careful physical diagnosis and intelligent medical treatment of new 
children have been of the greatest help in fitting them for permanent 
placement. 

The Child Study Department examined 500 children during the 
year. Of these, 382 were new. About 35 per cent of the new 
ones were routine examinations which proved to be of invaluable 
aid in placing the children. About 28 per cent were brought in for 
study because of retardation or suspected mental defect. Peculiarly 
troublesome or anti-social behavior was the apparent reason for 
the requests for the examinations of about 25 per cent. Vocational 
advice was sought for the remainder, including a small group not 
definitely classified. The service of the Department of Child Study 
of the Childrens' Aid Society has been increasingly valuable to the 
children themselves and to foster parents, caretakers, visitors and 
supervisors. The home finding work of our staff is increasingly 
discriminating and the removals and transfers because of misfits 
are correspondingly fewer. In the supervision of children after 
placement in families, we are constantly learning by experience. By 
various tests we believe our percentages of success are higher than for- 
merly. The departments for older boys and older girls have many 
special problems in helping the young people across from entire depen- 
dency through partial self-support to independence. Tactful guid- 
ance is continued until they are of age and established. 

Many items are omitted from this report as we are issuing a 
monthly bulletin, the Children's Aid News which gives detailed and 
frequent reports to the members and friends of the Society. Through 
the Welfare Federation News we will give information in regard 
to the progress and development of our work. 

♦On page 15 will be found a classification of the condition of the parents 
of these socially handicapped children 
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Herewith we give the 1922 report of the Treasurer, showing 
a total expenditure for the year of $365,524.75. We also present 
the statistical report showing a total of 2348 children in care of 
the Society during the year. 

The State Advisory Council has been active during the past 
year. Two special meetings were held— one in Philadelphia in May 
and another at Harrisburg in November. Both were well attended 
by representatives from various counties in Eastern Pennsylvania. 
During the year, County Committees were organized in Lycoming 
County and in Bradford County, and branch offices were established 
in Williamsport and in Towanda. A Committee is also being organ- 
ized in Montgomery County and a branch office will soon be opened 
in Norristown. The Lancaster County Committee, previously esta- 
blished, has continued its activity and interest during the year. 

The various standing and special committees of the board have 
been active and their services constitute a most valuable volunteer 
help in promoting the work of the Society. Special mention may be 
made here of the Committee on Advice and Supervision, which met 
each Thursday morning, with few exceptions during the past year. 
These' weekly meetings afforded an opportunity for the members of 
the Committee and the supervisors of departments to confer in regard 
to new children admitted to care. In addition, many special prob- 
lems concerning the children in our care, as well as matters of policy 
are taken up with this Committee. 

In our annual report ten years ago and subsequently, we have 
called attention to the increasing need for a central office building 
for our Society and other social service and welfare agencies of Phila- 
delphia. At present these organizations, most of which have impor- 
tant co-operative relations with each other, are scattered in perhaps 
twenty different rented buildings and for the most part in inadequate 
and unsuitable quarters. During the past year the Children's Aid 
Society of Pennsylvania jointly with the Philadelphia Society for Or- 
ganizing Charity took the first step toward providing such a building. 
To promote this project the Directors of these two Societies appointed 
the following joint committee, George D. Widener, Chairman 
Karl deSchweinitz, Secretary, William M. Elkins, Dr. George 
Woodward, James M. Willcox, Arthur W. Sewall, T. Williams 
Roberts, Edwin D. Solenberger, George F. Tyler, Spencer Erwin 
and Harold B. Beitler. These two Societies have jointly purchased 
ground for a building site on South Juniper Street below Cypress 
Street. The lot extends through to South Thirteenth Street.

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By additional purchases, the Societies have secured three adjoining 
houses on South Juniper and two on Cypress Street. This property 
is about half a block from the corner of Broad and Spruce Streets 
and within easy walking distance of City Hall and Broad Street 
Station. Plans are now being considered for the erection of a ten-story 
office building, and work on the building will probably be begun 
before this report is issued. 

The organization of the Bureau of Children in the new State 
Department of Public Welfare at Harrisburg in the fall of 1921, and 
its development during 1922 has been of great help to us in our work 
in Philadelphia and Eastern Pennsylvania. Under the leadership 
of the Director of the Bureau, Dr. Ellen C. Potter, recently appointed 
Commissioner of the Department, an experienced and efficient staff 
has been secured. An excellent start has been made in giving to the 
children's agencies and institutions of Pennsylvania an intelligent, 
sympathetic and helpful supervision. It is hoped that additional 
legislation can be secured to enable the Department to set minimum 
standards and to improve still further all work for children in the 
state.

Dear Sir : We have examined the accounts of the Children's Aid 
Society of Pennsylvania at its office, 1428-30 Pine Street, Philadel- 
phia, for the year ending December 31, 1922. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit the 
office and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements.

Such items as were 
examined, as indicated by initials, signatures and stamps of either the 
Auditor General or your Auditing Committee, were not re-examined 
by us. Our examination consisted in many comprehensive tests of 
such details of cash receipts and disbursements, with supporting 
vouchers, and other bookkeeping entries as had not been examined 
by the State or by your Committee, and, assuming the correctness 
of the work done by the State and by your Committee, in correlating 
all of the financial results for the year so as to be able to present the 
Balance Sheet and Income and Expense Statement hereto attached 
and which correspond with the books as of December 31, 1922. 

We verified the amount of cash on hand in the Fidelity Trust 
Co. and in your office, and also in the uninvested principal. We 
verified the securities on hand, and made certain tests of income from 
these securities. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved 
for payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to 
$365,524.75, as shown by the statement appended hereto, and the 
income from all sources was $341,904.69, showing that the income 
was not sufficient to meet the expenses by $23,620.06.

Miss Ethel Townsend, Chairman, reports a total cash expenditure 
for clothing during the year 1922 of $42,769.87. In addition to this, 
the Committee secured from the Needlework Guild of America 
generous donations from the various branches listed on page 21 of 
9,019 garments. A valuation of approximately $2254.00 was placed 
on the clothing donated in this way. There were also some donations 
from the House of Industry, and other sources. 

Members of the Committee and their friends knitted 103 sweaters 
for the younger children during the year. 

The Committee wrapped and sent 1000 Christmas presents to the 
children in the various boarding homes of the Society. While the 
Purchasing Committee was not able to make a reduction during the 
year in the total cost of clothing, they believe they are getting a 
better quality than formerly.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

We present in this report a statistical summary showing that 
we had in care during the year a total of 2381 children — 2208 
through the main office and 173 through our county branches. 

New applications for the care of children from many sources 
involving 1943 children were investigated. Many adjustments were 
made by our staff to prevent the unnecessary separation of parents 
and children. A total of 2821 visits were made in our reception 
department. Important services were also rendered to other social 
agencies for whom investigations were made in our territory. 

The increasing service of the Associated Medical Clinic is 
shown by the fact that out of a total of 5783 examinations 3207 
were for the Children's Aid Society. Those who have had ex- 
perience in taking or sending children to doctors, dentists, occulists 
and hospitals will not be surprised to learn that our visitors in 
our medical department made 8582 visits to secure the various medi- 
cal examinations and treatment of our children. 

The Child Study Department examined 612 children during 
the year. Of the 406 new ones 297 were for the Children's Aid 
Society. Some indication of the value of this service in dealing 
with children may be gained from the result of the general diagno- 
ses of the Child Study Department. They show 3 per cent, superi- 
or; 46 per cent, upper, medium and lower average; 25 per cent, 
dull normal ; 18 per cent, border line; 5 per cent, high grade feeble- 
minded; 2 per cent, feeble-minded in need of institutional care; 1 
per cent, unclassified. This past year, for the first time, we succeed- 
ed in having routine mental tests for all our new children except 
some infants and a few who were examined elsewhere before being 
brought to our main office. This was of great value in making 
suitable placement of children. 

The 1082 family homes offered for children, either to the 
main office or to our county branches, received careful considera- 
tion by our home finding department. The volume of work in 
this connection is partially shown by the fact that 3288 home find- 
ing visits were made by the main office and county branches to 
inspect homes, to make reference and other calls, in selecting the 
right home to suit the needs of each child. 

Our family boarding homes are used for many different kinds 
of children as may be noted by referring to page 26 . 
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The service for our children from the time application is 
first made for their care through to their discharge to parents, who 
have again become able to re-establish their homes and care for 
them, or to the time when they pass from care by becoming of age 
and attaining a position of self-support, or by legal adoption in 
the case of some who have no parents to claim them, necessarily 
involves a great deal of work on the part of our staff. While 
figures cannot give an adequate idea of this, some indication of the 
extent of our activities may be gained from the fact that the main 
office and our county branches made, last year, 15,573 visits to 
children in the various family homes and 19,838 visits on behalf 
of children placed in family homes, including calls on school teach- 
ers, doctors, clergy and many others. There was a grand total of 
49,968 visits made by our main office and our county branches in 
all departments during the year. 

Poor work for children is the most expensive in the end. It 
is uneconomical from a financial standpoint for the community and 
is unfair to the children whose future is so inevitably involved. 
The problems which all parents have to meet are accentuated with 
us because of the more or less demoralized family life from which 
ro many of the children come to us and also by reason of their 
physical and mental condition. To look properly after the large 
number of children placed in our care requires a large staff of trained 
and experienced persons who are specially interested in children. 

The Children's Aid News, issued at intervals since January, 
1923, has given full reports in regard to our county branches and 
development of our County Agency Department as well as informa- 
tion about other departments of the Society. We therefore, omit 
many items that would otherwise appear in the annual report. 

A detailed statement of the income and expenses of the Society 
will be found in our financial statement included in this report. 
The deficit was unavoidable in our effort to do the work already 
committed to our hands. The increasing demands upon us show 
the urgent need of more contributions. The fixed items in our 
income can doubtless be relied upon for the coming year but more 
voluntary contributions must be secured to maintain our present ser- 
vice for children — and we owe it to the children and to the communi- 
ty to strive for more and better service. The Welfare Federation 
has been a great help to the Society the past three years. Our ex- 
perience shows that we could not have raised as much as Federation 
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allocated to us without employing special workers and an expenditure 
of much time and money that we needed for the care of our chil- 
dren. However, Federation can give only as it receives. It is a 
matter of grave concern not only for our Society and all the mem- 
bers of Federation, but also for the entire Philadelphia community, 
to have the campaign for funds in November, 1924, succeed in every 
way. To this end we pledge all our possible help. 

We reported last year the joint action of the Children's Aid 
Society of Pennsylvania and the Philadelphia Society for Organiz- 
ing Charity in purchasing ground on South Jumper Street, between 
Spruce and Pine Streets, as a site for a Social Service Building in 
Philadelphia. Ground was broken April 16, 1923, for the erection 
of a ten-story modern office building with a frontage of 50 feet on 
Juniper Street and a depth of 136 feet. The building was prac- 
tically completed within a year and the Children's Aid Society 
moved to its new quarters on the seventh floor, on May 15, 1924. 

The auditorium on the first floor, seating 500 persons, and the 
library and three board rooms on the tenth floor are common con- 
veniences for all the agencies occupying the building and at the 
same time, there is given to Philadelphia a long-needed center for 
welfare activities. Of special interest to the Children's Aid So- 
ciety is the furnishing and decorating of one of the board rooms — 
the gift of Doctor and Mrs. George Woodward. Following the 
annual meeting of the Philadelphia Society for Organizing Charity 
on May 21, 1924, there was a short program to mark the opening 
of the new building. The Chairman of the Committee in charge 
of the erection of the building, Mr. George D. Widener, presided. 
Some early beginnings of co-operation in social work in Philadelphia 
were briefly sketched by Edwin D. Solenberger. The history of 
the Social Service Building project and a statement of its use and 
significance are well set forth in addresses by Mr. Sewall and Mr. 
Willcox, printed on pages 11 to 16. The Committee in charge of 
the erection of the building follows:

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THE HISTORY OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE BUILDING 

By Arthur W. Sewall, Fict-Prtsidtnt 
Philadelphia Society for Organizing Charity 

In 1882, the Children's Aid Society, founded that year, and the 
Society for Organizing Charity, then four years old, occupied 
offices in the same building, at 1602 Chestnut Street. Growth in the 
activities of the two Societies compelled their early separation. The 
thirty years which followed were those of the development of what 
we now think of as modern social work. The field of charitable 
activities was rapidly extended, with a tendency toward individual 
growth, the agencies locating themselves wherever available offices 
were found throughtout the central part of the city. 

Physical separation of organizations engaged in promoting dif- 
ferent phases of a common enterprise proved to be a handicap as 
their work broadened, and discussion of plans for greater coopera- 
tion and closer relationships was begun. 

These plans took definite shape in October 1911, when the Chil- 
dren's Bureau, the School of Social and Health Work, the Bureau 
for the Registration and Exchange of Confidential Information (now 
the Social Service Exchange), the Seybert Institution, the Society 
to Protect Children from Cruelty, the Children's Aid Society, and 
the Society for Organizing Charity established themselves in resi- 
dences extending from 415 to 421, and later to 425, South Fifteenth 
Street. These organizations formed a committee which operated 
the buildings on behalf of their occupants, with a common applica- 
tion department and a common telephone exchange. 

The growth in their work and the sale of properties which they 
were occupying resulted about seven years later in a separate estab- 
lishment for the School of Social and Health Work. 

In 1919, the Children's Aid Society, the Social Service Exchange 
and the Children's Bureau took quarters at 1428-1432 Pine Street. 

In 1922, the Association for the Prevention and Relief of Heart 
Disease located at 1434 Pine, and the Social Service Exchange found 
itself compelled to move again to 225 South Fifteenth Street. 

The occupancy of residences was at best a makeshift for none , 
of them were really suitable for offices. 

The Annual Report of the Children's Aid Society for 1913 had 
said "This Society, in common with most of the other agencies, has 
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very important and valuable records which could not be replaced 
and should be kept in a fire-proof building. We ought to have a 
large, well-adapted building to provide quarters for all the more 
important general charities and social service agencies in Phila- 
delphia." 

In the same year the Report of the Society for Organizing 
Charity declared that "The greatest need of the philanthropies of 
Philadelphia is a modern, well-equipped, rightly located united 
charities building to house the multiplied civic and social organiza- 
tions which desire to work together in close contact and cooperation." 

The Scybert Institution's Report for 1914 also said that "Such 
a building properly located and planned would increase appreciably 
the efficiency of the work of the agencies having quarters therein 
and would aid in securing closer cooperation, as well as good feeling, 
among workers and managers." 

But whatever impetus towards the erection of a Social Service 
Building had been then gained was lost in the years of the war. 
The situation was then rendered acute by sales of the houses at 
421 South Fifteenth Street, 1428-1432 Pine, and other quarters 
elsewhere in the city, occupied by different charitable organizations, 
through the rapidly rising rents. 

Under these pressing influences, the Children's Aid Society and 
the Society for Organizing Charity, in April, 1922* by appropriate 
resolutions, authorized the appointment of committees to cooperate 
with each other and with other agencies in the formulating of a 
plan for acquiring a site, and the erection and maintenance of a 
social service building, the committees to report back to the Boards 
of Directors of the agencies as soon as possible. 

The committees of the two Societies held their first meeting May 
23, 1922. Authorization was then given for the purchase of a 
property extending from Juniper to 13th Street, with an L through 
to Cypress Street, including 16,000 square feet for $90,488. The 
action of the Joint Committee was approved by the Boards of Direc- 
tors of the Children's Aid Society and the Society for Organizing 
Charity, and the purchase and settlement was made August 31st, 
each Society contributing $45,244. 

12 
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Horace Trumbauer was chosen as architect. A design, followed 
by working plans and specifications, was prepared as rapidly as 
possible. Bids were invited in January 1923 and a contract with 
the George A. Fuller Company was signed April 12th for the con- 
struction of the building for the sum of $548,000. 

The project was financed by the initial investment previously 
referred to of the Children's Aid Society and the Society for Organ- 
izing Charity of $90,488, a first mortgage of $400,000 with 
the Philadelphia Company for Guaranteeing Mortgages ($100,000 
of which was guaranteed by the members of the Committee), and 
$200,000 six per cent, second mortgage bonds with a Sinking Fund 
provision which on an annual set-off of $11,890 will have retired 
three-fourths of the issue in ten years. Persons interested in social 
work have taken these second mortgage bonds. 

The sale of bonds and the letting of space in the new building 
were carried on simultaneously and by January of this year twenty- 
four organizations had applied for and been allotted 36,000 square 
feet of space in the order of the receipt of their applications. Six 
thousand square feet are not yet taken. 

Estimates of the cost of operating the building and valuable 
expert advice have been gratuitously given by Thomas Morch. Based 
upon his figures, $2.25 per square foot was fixed as the rate of 
compensation (free of profit) to be made by each organization in 
porportion to the space occupied by it. 

The building is free of tax under the provisions of an Act of 
the State Legislature adopted June 29th, 1923. 

In order to emphasize the cooperative nature of the enterprise, 
the Committee, subject to the approval of the Children's Aid Society 
and the Society for Organizing Charity, agreed that before July 1st, 
1924, it would increase its membership to fifteen, five of whom 
would be chosen by the Children's Aid Society, five by the Society 
for Organizing Charity, and five by the other agencies occupying 
the building, such committee to be responsible for the management of 
the building. 

The enterprise is not for profit. Any surplus left after costs of 
operation and fixed charges (including income upon the proportion 
of the endowment of the Children's Aid Society and the Society for 
Organizing Charity invested in the land and building) will be return- 
ed to the agencies at the end of each operating year, allocated accord- 
ing to their respective payment for space.

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THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE SOCIAL 
SERVICE BUILDING 



By James M. Willcox, Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
Children's Aid Society, of Pennsylvania 

In his poem entitled "The Explorer", Kipling makes that adven- 
turer relate how in obedience to an inner voice that rang "intermin- 
able changes on an everlasting whisper" he undertook to go over 
the untravelled mountains to see what was on the other side. He 
makes him tell of his hardships, sufferings, privations and disap- 
pointments and then of his great find as he came upon the Land of 
Promise, concluding with these words: 

"God took care to hide that country till He judged His people ready, 
Then He chose me for His whisper and I found it and it's yours: 
God forgive me; no, I didn't. It's God's present to our nation. 
Anybody might have found it but His whisper came to me." 

In making this quotation my thoughts run to a small number of 
people who for years have seen the necessity and visualized the 
significance of a Social Service Building. In this field in Phila- 
delphia they were the explorers ; the whisper came to them. Today 
they may well congratulate themselves on the realization of their 
hopes. There could be nothing more substantial than the present 
fabric of their dreams. At times we hoped and almost thought a 
fairy godmother might appear on the scene and work the wonder, 
but that of course was expecting too much. 

I would not, however, like any one to leave here this afternoon 
with an impression caught from my words that the opportunities for 
working wonders in relation to this building have been exhausted. 
The Committee have carefully secured under lock and keyi in 
separate compartments, some marvelous bargains to be gained in 
personal distinction and interior satisfaction. That all the doors 
open but to golden keys is a mere incident; the real things are the 
consciousness of a good work to be done and of enduring results. 

The results of this enterprise are two-fold: practical and mater- 
ial ; ideal and intangible. 

The obvious practical results are adequate housing, certain tenure 
and rental, better light, ventilation, air and conveniences; mutual 
contacts between agencies ; improved exchange information facilities ; 
coordination of means and work ; economy of effort and administra- 
tion and largely increased efficiency. I am only touching on this 
part of my subject. If business needs such accommodations, why 
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should there be any discrimination against welfare work? The 
human factor is the same, and while processes and products may 
differ, the comparison is not unfavorable to the agencies. 

And now as to the other results. "Unless the Lord build the 
house, they labor in vain who build it." I think it no irreverence to 
say that I think His help has been manifest in this undertaking. As 
long as human society is constituted as it is, and unless it becomes 
lifted in an inconceivable degree above its present weaknesses and 
necessities, welfare agencies will be indispensable. I have enough 
faith in them to believe that most of them anyhow are doing His 
work in the world, and as such are the objects of His merciful 
benevolence. 

To my mind this building is one of the most important pieces of 
constructive social work that has been done in Philadelphia in many 

years. 

It is a concrete evidence of becoming self-respect on the part 
of the agencies. It shows what they think of themselves and the 
worth of their work. 

It is a notice to the community of the existence of welfare work 
and its objects which I trust it will not be inclined to ignore. 

It is a consummation of cooperative effort and expresses unity 
of purpose and of ideals. 

It insures that the agencies which occupy it will hereafter see 
beyond their own special interests. They will discover their own 
strength and their own weaknesses and those of their neighbors. 
From the concentration of many minds, like the focusing of separate 
lights, upon a single subject, they will envisage the social work of 
the city as a whole and their dependence as a body on the same 
principles of community welfare and interest, social justice, human- 
itarian philanthropy and supernatural motive. 

In this building I see symbolized an inheritance from the past, 
an embodiment of the present and a promise for the future. It is 
a memorial to those who have preceded us and who laid the founda- 
tions of social work in Philadelphia. It is a monument to the present 
consecration to higher resolve and nobler service. It is a reminder 
of a future mission ; it is a challenge and an answer ; a challenge to 
the indifferent and to the doubters; an answer to the indifference and 
to the doubts. 
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I believe that the realization of the project is one of the first 
and best fruits of Federation* due to the tremendous awakening that 
it has given to the community conscience. I know you share my 
satisfaction in the fact that the Federation is to be one of the tenants 
of the building. It would have been a great blow to the cause if it 
had failed us in this ; not necessarily in a financial way but because it 
would have been a repudiation of its fundamental principle. 

And what are the rewards of work in this field ? 

To the community a better, broader, deeper and more effectual 
service; to the individual in measure according to his hopes and 
aspirations. 

Those who seek their satisfactions in simple love of and service 
to mankind will find here their compensations. Those who wish 
to go further may add to this a quality of spirituality. We are all 
alchemists. Down in our souls we each have the power of transmut- 
ing good metal into precious coin by a simple direction of the inten- 
tion. It is an application of the two thousand year old principle 
"He who giveth a cup of water in My name." 

Looking into the future I can see that this building is only a parr 
of the desired accomplishment; it will be extended and perhaps 
supplemented. 

It matters not to us to-day that those engaged in welfare work 
who come after us may give us praise and say that we thought 
clearly and builded well, but it does matter to us that they will say, 
as I believe they will, we are all of one family and in our own home. 
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IN MEMORIAM 

Wc record with sorrow the recent death of three persons at 
one time active in the Children's Aid Society. 

Mrs. Russell H. Johnson, an Honorary Director of the Society 
for the past seven years was, prior to that, an active member of the 
Board and of some of its important committees for seven year3. 

Mrs. Joseph L. Woolston had been an active Director of the 
Society for about seven years, until she was forced to resign last 
year on account of failing health. Mrs. Woolston was particularly 
interested in the Associated Medical Clinic and the Child Study 
Department, and was active on committees dealing with health 
and mental hygiene problems in the Society. 

Mr. Sydney Young had served as one of the attorneys for 
the Children's Aid Society since 1901. Mr. Young was very active 
in the juvenile court in its earlier years and gave an unusual amount 
of time as a volunteer before the establishment of the paid proba- 
tion system. 

In grateful recognition of their services to the Society and in 
appreciation of all that they did for unfortunate children we make 
this brief acknowledgment in their memory.

Aid Society of Pennsylvania at its office, 1428-30 Pine Street, Phila- 
delphia, for the year ending December 31, 1923. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit your 
office and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. 
Your Auditing Committee also examines and approves the bills pay- 
able and petty cash disbursements throughout the year. Such items 
as were examined, as indicated by initials, signatures and stamps of 
either the Auditor General or your Auditing Committee* were not 
re-examined by us. Our examination consisted of many compre- 
hensive tests of such details of cash receipts and disbursements, with 
supporting vouchers and bookkeeping entries as had not been examined 
by the State or by your Committee ; and, assuming the correctness of 
the work done by the State and by your Committee, in correlating all 
of the financial results for the year so as to be able to present the 
Balance Sheet and Income and Expense Statement hereto attached 
and which correspond with the books as of December 31, 1923. 

We verified the amount of cash on hand in the Fidelity Trust 
Company and in your office, and also in the uninvested principal. 
We verified the securities on hand, and made certain tests of income 
from these securities. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved 
for payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to 
$365,196.28, as shown by the statement appended hereto, and the 
income from all sources was $356,358.55, snowing that the income 
was not sufficient to meet the expenses by $8,837.73.

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REPORT OF THE CLOTHING COMMITTEE FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1923 

The total cash expenditure for clothing during the year 1923 was 
$36,292.32. 

In addition to this, we received from 68 branches of the Needle- 
work Guild of America 11,272 garments — a valuation of approxi- 
mately $2,818.00 was placed on the clothing donated in this way. 

In the spring, the Haverford Branch of the Needlework Guild 
sent us a check for $25.00, to be used exclusively for the purchase 
of shoes. 

From miscellaneous sources, we received 298 garments, which in- 
cluded a donation from L. Adler & Company of 7 overcoats and 1 suit. 

The members of the Committee and their friends knitted 23 
sweaters for the younger children during the year. 

The Committee wrapped and sent 673 Christmas gifts to the 
children in the various boarding homes of the Society.

IV. That the child shall be equipped to earn his living, 
and protected from all exploitation.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 



This report is limited to the more formal, detailed statements 
not included in the Children's Aid News which is printed and 
distributed at intervals to give information about the Society and its 
county branches. The Directors, elected at the Forty-Third Annual 
Meeting on February 20, 1925, are given herewith and also the 
officers, committees, State Advisory Council and staff. 

The volume of work, as told by statistics, the number of chil- 
dren and the sources from which they have been received, will be 
found on page 18. On pages 14 to 17, the itemized audit of 
financial statements is given and also a list of various trust funds 
whose income is designated for the use of the Society. 

Special mention should be made of our County Agency Depart- 
ment, which helps local groups in Eastern Pennsylvania to organize 
county agencies to care for children in their own communities. Dur- 
ing 1924 offices were opened in Delaware, Berks and Northampton 
Counties. We now have a total of six county agencies. 

Board members from these six agencies, county workers and 
others interested in child welfare, met with the Advisory Council 
in November in Harrisburg to discuss "How the Children's Aid 
Society can best help children in Eastern Pennsylvania." Seventy 
people from twenty-one counties were in attendance. The day fol- 
lowing the State Advisory Council Meeting the county secretaries 
held a round-table. 

In Lycoming County the county society has improved the 
medical work by employing a children's specialist. Plans have been 
made in co-operation with the Girls' Training Home, the Home 
for Friendless Children and the Florence Crittendon Home in 
Williamsport, to make investigations of applications for admissions 
and discharges for these three institutions. 

The Children's Aid Society of Montgomery County has affiliated 
with our Society. From now on the work in this County will be 
in charge of the Children's Aid Society of Montgomery County, 
instead of being done under a joint committee of the two societies. 

The Delaware County Committee has organized a case confer- 
ence which meets every two weeks to talk over the children's prob- 
lems with the county agent. The county secretary is making 
investigations for the Chester Day Nursery and Boarding Home.

Practically every year since its incorporation, the Children's Aid Soci- 
ety of Pennsylvania has been the fortunate recipient of some legacies. 
The continuous responsibility necessarily assumed by the Society year 
after year in accepting for care dependent and neglected children 
makes it highly desirable that a larger part of the income should be 
assured in advance by endowments. Bequests and legacies are soli- 
cited. They are needed to give stability and permanence to the work 
in which the Society is already engaged as well as to extend its activ- 
ities. The Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania is now in its 
forty-third year of successful experience in caring jfor children in 
Philadelphia and Eastern Pennsylvania. 

The deficit of 1924 has been met by the use of unrestricted 
legacies. The anticipated deficit of 1925 will exceed the remainder 
of the free legacies available for current expenses. This condition 
results from the fact that our current income from all sources has 
not kept pace with the demands on the Society. 

Again we urge generous support of the Welfare Federation 
on which we depend in Philadelphia for the voluntary support abso- 
lutely essential to the Society. For our growing work in the 
counties in Eastern Pennsylvania, we appeal for contributions outside 
of Philadelphia. The continued development of our County Agency 
Department, the support of our County Branches, and the extension 
of Children's Aid work in other counties, where it is greatly needed, 
all depend upon gifts from local community funds and contributions 
from public spirited men and women.

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We need money. Any family of over 2,000 children does. The 
Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania by raising its standards and 
attempting to serve a larger territory is facing the greatest task in 
its history. Face to face, as we are, with an important part of the 
child welfare job in Philadelphia and Eastern Pennsylvania, we 
earnestly ask the active cooperation of all who want to help these 
! children of Pennsylvania. 

In our Annual Report for 1923, a detailed description was 
given of the Social Service Building, which was opened in April 
of that year. This was the joint project of the Philadelphia Society 
for Organizing Charity and the Children's Aid Society of Pennsyl- 
vania. The two Societies own the site of the building and adjacent 
ground. The building is cooperatively maintained by payments from 
the twenty-seven agencies occupying it. Although fifteen per cent, 
of the available space is not yet occupied, the income is now sufficient 
to meet the interest upon mortgages and to make regular payments 
to the sinking fund, and it is hoped that in the near future the two 
Societies that took the initiative in the matter will receive an income 
upon their investment. 

While no contributions were received for the erection of the 
building, some special gifts have been made. The distinctive and 
attractive Board Room on the tenth floor was decorated and fur- 
nished by Dr. and Mrs. George Woodward in accordance with plans 
contributed by Mr. Arthur I. Meigs, and the very useful and ap- 
propriately furnished Lunch and Recreation Room was the gift of 
Mr. Theodore J. Lewis. An Emergency Hospital Room, specially 
needed because of the large number of women and children using 
the building, was supplied with the necessary equipment under the 
direction of the Women's Auxiliary Committee — Mrs. Charles J. 
String, Chairman, Mrs. James Carstairs, Mrs. Theodore J. Lewis, 
and Mrs. Louis C. Maderia. The piano in the public auditorium 
on the first floor was given by the Heppe Memorial Fund. 

Obviously, in a non-commercial building such as this, there 
remain some exellent opportunities for personal or memorial gifts. 
Equipment is needed for the Library and for two other Board Rooms. 
Curtains should be provided for the windows and for the stage in 
the auditorium. The vacant lots on the east and the north sides 
of the building, which we are fortunate enough to own for future 
needs, could be changed from rather dreary spots to places of beauty 
by the addition of grass and shrubs. Inquiries will be most welcome 
from anyone wishing to help in this way.

Pennsylvania. The Society had its offices for many years in rented 
offices in converted dwelling houses on three or four different floor 
levels in crowded and inconvenient quarters. The change to a single 
floor in a well lighted, modern fire-proof building has made for better 
work. While many of the advantages of the new building are 
obvious and can be seen, we believe its greatest benefits through the 
years to come will be in the things of the spirit — a closer and more 
effective working together of the social agencies and a better under- 
standing of the common task.

Dear Sir: We have examined the accounts of the Children's 
Aid Society of Pennsylvania at its office in the Social Service Building. 
311 South Juniper St., Philadelphia, for the year ending December 
31, 1924. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit your 
office and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. 
Your Auditing Committee also examines and approves the invoices 
payable and petty cash disbursements throughout the year. Such 
items bearing the initials, signatures and stamps of either the Auditor 
General or your Auditing Committee, were not re-examined by us, 
excepting where it was necessary to do so to fit in with our work. 
Our examination in general consisted of many comprehensive tests 
of such details of cash receipts and disbursements, with supporting 
vouchers and bookkeeping entries as had not been examined by the 
State or by your Committee, and, assuming the correctness of the 
work done by the State and your Committee, in correlating all 
of the financial results for the year so as to be able to present the 
Balance Sheet and Income and Expense Statement hereto attached 
and which correspond with the books as of December 31, 1924. 

We verified the amount of cash on hand in the Fidelity Trust 
Company and in your office, and also in the uninvested principal. 
We verified the securities on hand including the legacies received 
during 1924, and made certain tests of income from these securi- 
ties. We also verified the amount of the Gustavus C. Seidel 
Cash Fund which is on deposit pending accumulation of sufficient 
amount to purchase a bond. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved 
for payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to 
$387,066.96, as shown by the statement appended hereto, and the 
income from all sources was $351,906.35, showing that the in- 
come was not sufficient to meet expenses by $35,160.61, which 
deficit was met by the use of unrestricted assets.

Dear Sir: We have examined the accounts of the Children's 
Aid Society of Pennsylvania at its office in the Social Service Building, 
311 South Juniper St., Philadelphia, for the year ending December 
31, 1925. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit your 
office and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. 
Your Auditing Committee also examines and approves the invoices 
payable and petty cash disbursements throughout the year. Such 
items bearing the initials, signatures and stamps of either the Auditor 
General or your Auditing Committee, were not re-examined by us, 
excepting where it was necessary to do so to fit in with our work. 
Our examination in general consisted of many comprehensive tests 
of such details of cash receipts and disbursements, with supporting 
vouchers and bookkeeping entries as had not been examined by the 
State or by your Committee, and, assuming the correctness of the 
work done by the State and your Committee, in correlating all 
of the financial results for the year so as to be able to present the 
Balance Sheet and Income and Expense Statement hereto attached 
and which correspond with the books as of December 31, 1925. 

We verified the amount of cash on hand in the Fidelity Trust 
Company and in your office, and also in the uninvested principal. 
We verified the securities on hand including the legacy received 
in 1925, and made certain tests of income from those securi- 
ties. We also verified the amount of the Gustavus C. Seidel 
Cash Fund which is on deposit pending accumulation of sufficient 
amount to purchase a bond.

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The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved 
for payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to 
$381,090.48, as shown by the statement appended hereto, and the 
income from all sources was $359,690.59, showing that the in- 
come was not sufficient to meet expenses by $21,399.89, which 
deficit was met by the use of unrestricted assets.

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STATE ADVISORY COUNCIL MEETING 



Our State Advisory Council held a conference at the Civic Club 
at Harrisburg, on November 17th. Mrs. Bayard Henry presided. 
Jere H. Barr, Chairman, Berks County Children's Aid Society, Miss 
Katharine Rowe, County Secretary, Bradford County Society, Mrs. 
William Shewell Ellis, Chairman, Delaware County, Mrs. J. Wes- 
ley Little, of the Lycoming County Board, Mrs. H. M. Bunting, 
Chairman, Montgomery County and Mrs. Quincy Bent, Chairman, 
Northampton County, reported the developments of the work in 
these six organized counties. A total of 435 children in care as com- 
pared with 335 on this date a year ago; facilities for thorough medi- 
cal work for the children in Lycoming, Delaware and Northampton 
Counties, with committees appointed to work on plans in Montgom- 
ery and Berks, and larger staffs in Lycoming, Berks and Montgomery 
Counties, were the outstanding accomplishments of the year. 

Seventy-three people from twenty counties in eastern Pennsylvania 
were guests of the Board of the Children's Aid Society of Pennsyl- 
vania at the luncheon served at the Civic Club. At the afternoon 
meeting Dr. Ellen C. Potter, Secretary of Welfare, stressed the im- 
portance of private agencies like the Children's Aid Society working 
in cooperation with the effort toward a better understanding between 
the public and the private groups. Mrs. Jackson S. Schultz, presi- 
dent of the Western Pennsylvania Children's Aid Society spoke of 
the work in that part of the State. Dr. Jessie Taft, Director of our 
Child Study Department, gave a paper that aroused much interest on 
"What it Means to be a Foster Parent." 
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REPORT OF THE CLOTHING AND SPECIAL GIFTS 
COMMITTEE FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
DECEMBER 31, 1925 



The Committee continued its regular routine work during the 
year with gratifying results. A total of $35,163.98 was spent 
through the Main Office for clothing for children during 1925. 
This is a reduction of $4,773.74 from the previous year. This is 
due in part to fortunate buying. Now that more of our children are 
being received direct by the county branches there is a somewhat re- 
duced demand for clothing, on the Main Office. 

As in previous years we have received valuable help from the 
Needlework Guild of America. During last year 73 branches of 
the Guild in Pennsylvania sent to the Main Office 9,483 garments, 
these having an approximate value of $2,370.75. 

The Christmas Committee sent 800 carefully chosen gifts to 
our wards in boarding homes, at cost of $584.69. On page 24 will be 
found an itemized report of the various special gifts, for the benefit 
of our children, to cover items not included in our ordinary budget. 

These donations are all greatly appreciated.

I give and devise to the Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania 
their succesors and assigns, the sum of $5,000 ; the annual income of 
the said sum to be applied to the maintenance and education of one 
child by the Society. This fund shall be called (donor's name) 
Fund of the Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania. 

By the law of Pennsylvania, no estate, real or personal, may be 
bequeathed or devised for charitable uses, unless the will be attested 
by two credible, and at the time disinterested, witnesses, at least one 
calendar month before the decease of the testator.

REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 



The Officers and Directors elected at the 45th annual meeting 
of the Society on February 9th, 1927 are shown on page 3, 
and the Officers and Directors of the County Societies are 
given on page 6. 

The Children's Aid News is issued quarterly and other printed 
matter is also distributed to give information about the activi- 
ties of the Society in Philadelphia and in the counties of Eastern 
Pennsylvania. This report is, therefore, limited to the finan- 
cial and statistical reports for the year ended December 31st, 
1926. 

During the past year 1731 children were cared for by the 
Main Office and 786 by the 6 County Societies affiliated with 
us — a total of 2517 children — making this the largest child-caring 
unit in Pennsylvania. At the end of the year 1541 children 
remained in the care of the Main Office and 563 with the County 
Societies — a total of 2104. 

The County Societies have their own Treasurers and maintain 
their own Budgets with such help from the Main Office as is 
shown in the financial statement on page 15. The Delaware 
and Montgomery County Branches are included in the grant 
from the Philadelphia Welfare Federation. These two Bran- 
ches are in the area in which centrally organized solicita- 
tion for funds is made each year. The County Agency De- 
partment, the grants to the other Counties, and the support 
of such children as are still in the care of the Main Office from 
various Counties, are provided for by funds apart from the 
Philadelphia Welfare Federation. 

To carry on this work, we are under special obligations to 
the Philadelphia Welfare Federation, the Reading and Berks 
County Welfare Federation, the Community Chests of Bethle- 
hem, Easton and Williamsport, and to 277 individual contribu- 
tors in 30 other counties as well as to generous special gifts 
from friends of the Societies who are particularly interested 
in the extension of the Children's Aid Society into the counties 
not yet organized. 

The Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania, gratefully 
acknowledges the receipt in 1926 of legacies from the Estates 
of the following:

SOCIAL SERVICE BUILDING IN PHILADELPHIA 

The Main Office of the Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania 
is located on the seventh floor of the Social Service Building, 
311 South Juniper Street, Philadelphia, a modern, fire resisting, 
ten story office building. This Building is a joint project of 
the Family Society of Philadelphia and the Children's Aid 
Society of Pennsylvania, to provide improved office facilities 
for social agencies and to promote co-operation in social work. 

The Capital Funds of the two societies were used to purchase 
the ground, each Society investing $61,878.18. The construc- 
tion was covered by a first and a second mortgage in the form 
of bonds, which were sold to the public. The current operating 
costs are met from revenue obtained on a co-operative basis 
from the agencies occupying space in the Building, each agency 
paying in proportion to the percentage its space bears to the 
total useable area. 

The Building is managed by a committee of fifteen persons, 
five from the Board of Directors of the Family Society, five 
from the Children's Aid Society and five from the twenty-nine 
other agencies occupying space in the Building. An annual 
meeting is held each year at which the agencies elect their 
representatives. 

During the past year, an adjoining property, 313 South 
Juniper Street, was purchased and remodeled into a kitchen, 
restaurant and women's rest room, thus relieving the main build- 
ing of these features and providing additional office space. 

The Building, with its new Annex, is fully equipped and its 
Board Rooms, Library and Auditorium are in constant demand. 
It is increasingly a center of social service and welfare activities 
in Philadelphia and surrounding territory. The facilities of 
the Building are also available for any social agencies in Penn- 
sylvania whose affiliations are with the societies having state 
headquarter here.

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REPORT OF THE CLOTHING AND SPECIAL GIFTS 
COMMITTEE FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
DECEMBER 31, 1926 

During the past year a total of $7,397.97 was received through 
various special gifts and administered by us for purposes desig- 
nated by the donors. This was in addition to the income 
in our regular Budget. This special fund among other things 
provided a scholarship for a worker in training in the Pennsyl- 
vania School of Social Work, an assistant in our County Agency 
Department, tuition in various schools for a number of our 
older boys and girls, tickets and expenses incident to taking 
a group of our children to the circus, and special help of many 
kinds ranging from braces and other appliances for crippled 
children to confirmation and graduation dresses and suits 
for children in our boarding homes. From this fund we also 
paid for 824 Christmas gifts, personally selected by our visitors 
and adapted to the needs and interests of that number of child- 
ren. This special gift fund is accounted for on page 25 and is 
subject to examination and approval by the auditing committee 
of our Board. 

As in previous years, we have received valuable help with 
clothing for our children from the Needlework Guild of America. 
Itemized acknowledgement will be found on page 24 showing 
the receipt of 11,128 garments of an approximate value of 
$2,782.00. There was also expended a total of $36,760.00 
through the Main Office for clothing for children during 1926. 

Due to changing conditions, the Clothing Committee of the 
Society decided during the past year to discontinue because 
the special work, for which it had been formed soon after the 
Society was organized, was no longer needed. This Committee 
originally met at frequent intervals and cut out and made 
up many articles of clothing for our children and purchased 
and sent out hundreds of Christmas presents each year for our 
children. They also gave much valuable assistance in raising 
special funds for the Society. With the increase in use of ready 
made clothing for children, the development of Needlework 
Guilds, the establishment of the Welfare Federation for raising 
funds, and increasing opportunities for other forms of volunteer 
social service on the part of the members, it was deemed un- 
necessary for the Committee to continue. A smaller Committee 
on Clothing and Special Gifts of the Board will continue to 
supervise this part of our work. In previous annual reports 
will be found the names of those who have rendered valuable 
services on this Committee during the many years of its exist- 
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ence. We wish however to make special mention of the smaller 
group who were active when the Committee formally disbanded. 
These members include Miss Frances Cuyler, Mrs. Aubrey 
Huston, Miss Emily Hopkinson, Mrs. W. Keating Johnson, 
Mrs. Hugh Mcllvain, Miss Edna Mcllvain, Miss Helen M. 
Phiiler, Miss Margaret Tenny, Miss Ethel Townsend and Miss 
Katharine Williamson. Miss Helen Semple and Miss Marion 
Bartol who were also members of this Committee gave parti- 
cularly valuable help in providing Christmas presents for a 
large number of our children. Miss Eleanor Bartol and Mrs. 
Herbert Frazier who served as chairman and vice-chairman 
of the Committee during its last year have been appointed on 
the Committee on Clothing and Special Gifts of the Board of 
Directors. The Board wish to record here their grateful ac- 
knowledgement of the services of this committee and also of a 
large number of other members who served during the previous 
years.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

CHILDREN HELPED 

The Main Office during 1927 cared fdr 1659 children and 
eight county societies affiliated with us looked after 1035 — total 
of 2694. At the end of the year 1915 children remained in 
care, 1225 with the Main Office and 690 with the county socie- 
ties. 

PERSONAL SERVICE 

To look after this large number of children, to find homes for 
them and to confer with parents and relatives, school teachers, 
physicians, the clergy and others concerning their welfare, the 
Main Office made 42,100 visits and the County Branches 14,665. 
Personal service in many forms is represented in the many 
different contacts made by representatives of the Children's 
Aid Society in looking after the physical, mental and moral 
welfare of these j children. Individual treatment for each child 
adapted to its special needs is an essential feature of the 
Children's Aid Society service. 

LARGER INCOME NEEDED 

The total expenses for the work conducted during 1927 from 
the Main Office was $396,735.11, of which $223,947.43 was spent 
directly for board and clothing and medical care of children 
in our foster homes. Income from all sources was $347,614.61, 
leaving $49,120.50, supplied from unrestricted assets which the 
Society was fortunate enough to have in reserve from recent 
unrestricted legacies. Of course, such expenditure of capital 
fund, even though not restricted as to use, reduces our income 
from investments and should be resorted to only in an emergen- 
cy when other sources fail. This situation again emphasizes 
the need for larger current income to meet the demands upon 
the Society. Details as to income and expenses will be found 
in our financial statement printed herewith. 

LEGACIES RECEIVED

THE BUDGET 

The Main Office in Philadelphia and the Delaware and Mont- 
gomery County Branches are included in the grant from the 
Philadelphia Welfare Federation which is intended to supple- 
ment the income from all other sources such as, per capita pay- 
ment from parents and relatives, and city and county boards, 
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interest on investments, income from restricted funds held 
in trust for the Society, special gifts and a small amount of 
State aid. The county societies, except Delaware and Mont- 
gomery, which combine with Philadelphia in an annual solicita- 
tion of funds, maintain their own budgets, but, while working 
towards self-support, receive some grants from the Main Office 
as is shown in the financial statement on page 17. 

In addition to the grant for Philadelphia — Main Office, and 
Delaware and Montgomery Counties from Philadelphia Welfare 
Federation, direct appropriations to other county societies are 
made by the Reading and Berks County Welfare Federation 
and the Community Chests of Bethlehem, Easton and Williams- 
port. The extension of the Children's Aid Society to counties 
not yet organized is being made possible by individual contribu- 
tors. Special gifts have also been made, among them several 
generous ones by Mrs. Carroll S. Tyson, Jr. The need is great 
and splendid opportunities exist for giving in this direction 
that will multiply itself in years to come. 

FORTY-SIX YEARS OF SERVICE 

In March 1928, the Children's Aid Society completed forty- 
six years of service for children. The care of dependent and 
neglected children committed year after year is a responsible 
and continuous task. We again call attention to the desirabil- 
ity of having a larger part of the income provided by endow- 
ment. This is needed to give permanence and stability to the 
work. Therefore, bequests and legacies to the Society are 
solicited. The bequest from the late Theodore M. Etting, who 
had first-hand knowledge of the work of the Children's Aid 
Society for many years, is a distinct encouragement. Living 
memorials from friends of the Society are also needed. The 
income will be used to accomplish the double purpose of pro- 
viding care, and education for self-support and useful citizen- 
ship, for some of the least fortunate of the children of our 
community. We believe this to be a work worthy of endow- 
ment. 

SOCIAL SERVICE BUILDING 

The Social Service Building is now one of the principal cen- 
ters of social work in Philadelphia, housing 31 different welfare 
organizations. It gives formal expression to a growing spirit 
of cooperation and of coordinated service on the part of social 
agencies. When the Children's Aid Society was organized 
over 46 years ago, the founders declared it to be an "attempt 
to knit together in one concerted system the various plans for 
child caring, both of our City and State. It also simplifies the 
entire work by keeping in one center information about every 
institution, hospital, home or asylum — their rules of admission 
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and capacity, their present condition and for cases for which no 
institution provides it makes provision/' Of course, all this 
cannot be done by one society working alone. During the 
intervening years the Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania 
has made important contributions toward the accomplishment 
of these purposes, both alone and jointly with others. The 
Social Service Building is one achievement in fulfillment of the 
original purposes of the Society. This was made possible by 
the action of the Family Society of Philadelphia in joining 
with us in this project, about which detailed information has 
been given in previous reports. It is a pleasure to be able to 
report that a building not erected for profit and conducted on 
a cooperative basis for the agencies occupying space in it, is 
in a satisfactory financial condition. 

An illustrated pamphlet in regard to the building has been 
printed for the information of those here and in other states 
from whom inquiries are received in regard to the enterprise. 
Copy will be sent on application to anyone interested. 

CHILDREN'S AID NEWS 

Children's Aid News is issued every three months to give 
recent news of actual happenings in our field in Philadelphia 
and in the counties of eastern and central Pennsylvania* 
Pamphlets and reprints about the work of various departments 
of the Society have been distributed and are available on re- 
quest. This report is, therefore, issued chiefly to make avail- 
able to those interested our financial and statistical reports 
for the year 1927. The Board of Directors and officers elected 
at the annual meeting held in Philadelphia, February 9, 1928, 
are given on page 3 and on succeeding pages will be found the 
standing committees, the State Advisory Council, the officers 
and directors of the County Branches, and our executive staff 
for the current year. If the quarterly issue of the Children's 
Aid News is desired by anyone reading this report, who is not 
already receiving it, we will be glad on request to send it with- 
out charge. Suggestions and items of news will also be wel- 
come. 
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The Board of Directors at a stated meeting, December 14, 
1927, entered the following in the Minutes : 

"The recent death of THEODORE M. ETTING re- 
moves one of the oldest directors of the Children's 
Aid Society of Pennsylvania in years of service. 
Mr. Etting was connected with the Society for over 
thirty years, having served twenty-five years as an 
active director from 1897 to 1922, and for five years 
thereafter, until his death, as an Honorary Director. 
Mr. Etting was President of the Society for seven 
years from 1906 to 1913, and during his years of ser- 
vice was active as a member of various important 
committees to which he gave considerable time. As 
President, Mr. Etting gave careful attention to the 
work of the Society. While particularly interested 
in the welfare of children committed to the Society, 
Mr. Etting was anxious to promote cooperation in 
in general child welfare movements with the Juvenile 
Court and other public departments. Mr. Etting 
wished the help he gave the Society during his life- 
time to be continued in the future, as is shown by the 
provision in his Will, making the Society one of his 
legatees and creating for its benefit, in memory of his 
wife, the Jeanetta Verplanck Etting Fund. It is 
understood this will amount to approximately $100,- 
000 with a proviso that the income is to be used for 
the work of the Children's Aid Society. Mr. Etting 's 
devotion to the Society and his generous help are an 
inspiration to us in our future work.

Dear Sir: We have examined the accounts of the Child- 
ren's Aid Society of Pennsylvania at its office in the Social 
Service Building, 311 South Juniper Street, Philadelphia, for 
the year ending December 31, 1927. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit 
your office and make examinations of the receipts and disburse- 
ments. Your Auditing Committee also examines and approves 
the invoices payable and petty cash disbursements throughout 
the year. Such items bearing the initials, signatures and stamps 
of either the Auditor General or your Auditing Committee, were 
not re-examined by us, excepting where it was necessary to do 
so to fit in with our work. Our examination in general consisted 
of many comprehensive tests of such details of cash receipts and 
disbursements, with supporting vouchers and bookkeeping en- 
tries as had not been examined by the State or your Committee, 
and, assuming the correctness of the work done by the State and 
your Committee, in correlating all of the financial results for 
the year so as to be able to present the Balance Sheet and In- 
come and Expense Statement hereto attached and which cor- 
respond with the books as of December 31, 1927. 

We verified the amount of cash on deposit in the Fidelity- 
Philadelphia Trust Company and in your office, and also in the 
uninvested principal, held by your Treasurer, E. W. Clark and 
Company. We verified the securities on hand, including the 
legacies received in 1927, and made tests of income from those 
securities. We also verified the uninvested balances of the 
Gustavus C. Seidel, J. Warren Hale and Amanda James Cash 
Funds on Deposit. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved 
for payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to 
$396,735.11 as shown by the statement appended hereto, and 
the income from all sources was $347,614.61, showing that the 
income was not sufficient to meet the expense by $49,120.50. 
which deficit was met by the use of unrestricted assets.

The Children '8 Aid Society of Pennsylvania does not employ 
any collectors or solicitors, and only officers and directors of the 
Society, or their duly authorized representatives, should be en- 
trusted with funds.

The Children 's Aid Society of Pennsylvania receives chil- 
dren up to sixteen years of age for permanent foster home care, 
after inquiry and study have been made showing that such 
treatment is advisable. In this connection careful medical and 
mental examinations are made. Thorough study of the foster 
home is also made in order that the right child may be placed in 
the right home. Board is paid for some children. The Society 
emphasizes individual care and treatment of each child adapted 
to its needs with continuing supervision as long as required. 
The Main Office conducts this work for Philadelphia children. 
The Society maintains a County Agency Department for the 
organization of County Branches in Eastern and Central Penn- 
sylvania for temporary and permanent care of children in their 
own counties. 

This report is limited to financial and statistical information 
about the Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania during the 
past year. A statement of our activities in Philadelphia for 
1928 is included in the joint annual report of the Children's 
Department of the Council of Social Agencies of the Philadelphia 
Welfare Federation. Our County Agency Department issues 
special reports and pamphlets. The County Children's Aid So- 
cieties affiliated with us in eastern and central Pennsylvania also 
distribute separate reports. The Children's Aid News, issued 
quarterly, gives a record of the more important events of the 
year in connection with our work. Any or all of these publica- 
tions will gladly be sent to anyone interested who has not re- 
ceived them. 

The 47th annual meeting of the Society was held February

Dear Sir: We have examined the accounts of the Children's 
Aid Society of Pennsylvania at its office in the Social Service 
Building, 311 South Juniper Street, Philadelphia, for the year 
ended December 31, 1929. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit 
your office and make examinations of the receipts and disburse- 
ments. Tour Auditing Committee also examines and approves 
the invoices payable and petty cash disbursements throughout 
the year. Such items bearing the initials, signatures and stamps 
of either the Auditor General or your Auditing Committee, were 
not re-examined by us, excepting where it was necessary to do 
so to fit in with our work. Our examination in general con- 
sisted of many comprehensive tests of such details of cash re- 
ceipts and disbursements, with supporting vouchers and book- 
keeping entries as had not been examined by the State or your 
Committee, and, assuming the correctness of the work done by 
the State and your Committee, in correlating all of the financial 
results for the year so as to be able to present the Balance Sheet 
and Income and Expense Statement hereto attached and which 
correspond with the books as of December 31, 1929. 

We verified the amount of cash on deposit in the Fidelity- 
Philadelphia Trust Company and in your office, also the unin- 
vested principal and securities on hand as of December 31, 1929, 
both of which are held by your Treasurer, E. W. Clark and 
Company, and made tests of income from those securities. We 
also verified the uninvested balances of the Gustavus C. Seidel, 
J. Warren Hale, Amanda James and Jeannetta Verplanck 
Etting funds. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or ap- 
proved for payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted 
to $364,142.49, and the income from all sources was $333,749.55, 
showing that the income was not sufficient to meet the expenses 
by $30,392.94, as shown by the statement appended hereto, 
which deficit was met by the use of unrestricted assets.

The Main Office in Philadelphia during 1930 cared for 954 
children and thirteen County Societies affiliated with us looked 
after 1538 more — a total of 2492. Our foster family homes 
continue to meet the needs of many different kinds of children.

We have examined the accounts of the Children's Aid 
Society of Pennsylvania at its office in the Social Service Build- 
ing, 311 South Juniper Street, Philadelphia, for the year ended 
December 31, 1930. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit 
your office and make examinations of the receipts and disburse- 
ments. Your Auditing Committee also examines and approves 
the invoices payable and petty cash disbursements throughout 
the year. Such items bearing the initials, signatures and 
stamps of either the Auditor General or your Auditing Com- 
mittee, were not re-examined by us, excepting where it was 
necessary to do so to fit in with our work. Our examination 
in general consisted of many comprehensive tests of such de- 
tails of cash receipts and disbursements, with supporting vouch- 
ers and bookkeeping entries as had not been examined by the 
State or your Committee, and, assuming the correctness of the 
work done by the State and your Committee, in correlating all 
of the financial results for the year so as to be able to present 
the Balance Sheet and Income and Expense Statement hereto 
attached and which correspond with the books as of December 
31, 1930. 

We verified the amount of cash on deposit in the Fidelity- 
Philadelphia Trust Company and in your office, also the un- 
invested principal and securities on hand as of December 31, 
1930, both of which are held by your Treasurer E. W. Clark 
and Company, and made tests of income from those securities. 
We also verified the uninvested balances of the Gustavus C. 
Seidel, J. Warren Hale, Amanda James and Jeannetta Ver- 
planck Etting funds. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or ap- 
proved for payment by order of the Board of Directors, 
amounted to $381,073.04, and the income from all sources was

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FOREWORD 



The fiftieth annual report of a social agency is commonly 
made the occasion for telling something about its early history, 
present accomplishments and plans for the future. While this 
is our fiftieth consecutive yearly report — the Society was actual- 
ly founded in March, 1882 — the Charter was not granted until 
February, 1883. We have temporarily postponed the preparation 
and distribution of a suitable record and interpretation of our 
first half century of child-caring work in Pennsylvania. 

Our daily concern now is with the effects upon children of 
the prevailing widespread unemployment. While the utmost 
economy of money and time is essential, we are striving to main- 
tain the standards necessary to achieve the real objects of child 
welfare service. 

Herewith we give condensed financial and statistical infor- 
mation for the Main Office during the past year. This report 
is supplemented by the record of our work in the Joint Annual 
Report of the Children's Department, Council of Social Agencies 
of Welfare Federation of Philadelphia. Special reports are issued 
by our County Agency Department and by our sixteen County 
Branches in eastern and central Pennsylvania. Children's Aid 
News, which was enlarged during the past year, reports our cur- 
rent activities throughout our territory. 

A total of 2879 children was cared for by the Children's 
Aid Society of Pennsylvania during 1931. Of this number, 1202 
were in Philadelphia, Delaware and Montgomery County terri- 
tory, where our work for children is dependent upon the grant 
from the Welfare Federation of Philadelphia. The fourteen 
other county societies affiliated with us looked after 1677 chil- 
dren. 

Because our work is carried on in a widespread territory, 
children in many different kinds of serious trouble are brought 
to us. Of course, death, desertion, and physical, mental or mor- 
al incapacity of one or both parents, continue to be the chief 
causes of child dependence. Due to the inadequate provision 
for unemployment relief in many parts of our territory, nota- 
bly Philadelphia, we are experiencing a marked increase in the 
number of children needing our care. Relatives as well as par- 
ents are less able to help and it is harder to secure free foster 
homes. Both the actual and relative numbers of children in our 
family boarding homes have been increasing. We reserve for 
later publication a more detailed report of the effects on chil- 
dren of this unusually serious depression. 

The Officers and Board of Directors whose names appear on 
page 15 were elected at the fiftieth annual meeting of the Soci- 
ety, held in Philadelphia, February 11, 1932.

We have examined the accounts of the Children's Aid Society of 
Pennsylvania at its office in the Social Service Building, 311 South. 
Juniper Street, Philadelphia, for the year ended December 31, 1931. 

Representatives of the Auditor Generaf of the State visit your 
office and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. 
Your Auditing Committee also examines and approves the invoices 
payable, payrolls and petty cash disbursements throughout the year. 
Such items bearing the initials, signatures and stamps of either the 
Auditor General or your Auditing Committee, were not re-examined 
by us, excepting where it was necessary to do so to fit in with our 
work. Our examination in general consisted of many comprehensive 
tests of such details of cash receipts and disbursements, with sup- 
porting vouchers and bookkeeping entries as had not been examined 
by the State or your Committee, and, assuming the correctness of the work 
done by the State and your Committee, in correlating all of the financial 
results for the year so as to be able to present the Balance Sheet and 
Income and Expense Statement hereto attached and which correspond 
with the books aa of December 31, 1931. 

We verified the amount of cash on deposit in the Fidelity-Philadelphia 
Trust Company and in your office; also the uninvested principal and 
securities on hand as of December 31, 1931, both of which are held by 
your Treasurer, E. W. Clark and Company, and made tests of income 
from those securities. We also verified the uninvested balances of the 
Gustavus C. Seidel, J. Warren Hale, Amanda James and Jeannetta 
Verplanck Etting funds. The Accounts Receivable of $72,069.56 at 
December 31, 1931 had been paid with the exception of the comparatively 
small total of $4,714.75, by March 31, 1932. All of this balance of un- 
paid accounts is of current indebtedness. The Accounts Payable de- 
creased from $28,761.80 at December 31, 1931 to $19,579.46 at March 
31, 1932 as shown by the books. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved for 
payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to $375, 827.46, 
and the income from all sources was $336,041.24, showing that the in- 
come was not sufficient to meet the expenses by $39,786.22, as shown by 
the statement appended hereto, which deficit was met by the use of 
unrestricted assets.

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FOREWORD 



This report is intended chiefly to make available financial 
and statistical information. 

During the past year, 3074 children were cared for by the 
Children 's Aid Society of Pennsylvania. In Philadelphia, 
Delaware and Montgomery Counties, where our work is de- 
pendent upon a grant from the Welfare Federation of Phil- 
adelphia, the number of children in care was 1228. The 
fourteen other county societies affiliated with us looked after 
1846 children. The sources from which the children came, 
certain facts about their parents and other details are given 
in subsequent tables. 

The expenditures through the Philadelphia office and the 
County Agency Department were $351,878.14. In addition, 
the County Branches expended $257,970.40, making an ag- 
gregate expense budget of $609,848.54. As each County So- 
ciety has its own treasurer and issues its own financial state- 
ments, this report gives such details only for the Main Office. 
The largest items in our budget are for board, clothing and 
medical care of children in foster family boarding homes. There 
is also included the cost for child study, home finding, place- 
ments, visitation of children and administrative costs. As 
in previous years, it is our experience that the family home 
plan with or without payment of board, as circumstances re- 
quire, makes it possible to care economically for many dif- 
ferent kinds of children. There is the additional advantage 
of utilizing local resources rather than concentrating chil- 
dren in one place. 

Naturally unemployment was an outstanding problem in 
many families from whom children were received. Relatives 
are much less able to help than formerly and it has become 
more difficult to find free homes for children. Likewise, our 
older boys and girls, as they reach the normal age for self- 
support, find it very difficult to secure suitable positions. Un- 
employment has reduced the ability of parents, particularly 
widowers and other fathers, whose homes have been broken 
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up, to make payments for support of their children. How- 
ever, most of the children received come from homes where 
nekaess, death, desertion, and other troubles, have made it 
impossible to keep the family together. Only as a last re- 
sort does the Children's Aid Society remove children from 
their own families and place them in boarding homes main- 
tained by the Society. 

A marked increase would result in the number of homeless, 
dependent and neglected children if it were not for the able 
and efficient work of the County Relief Boards. Their work 
operates directly to prevent the unnecessary breaking-up of 
families. The children's agencies and institutions are al- 
ready taxed to their utmost to care for children, whose homes 
have been actually broken by disabilities of parents, other 
than unemployment. In the long run, it is a wise economy 
both for the taxpayer and for the families concerned, to con- 
tinue the policy of providing for unemployed families in their 
own homes. Experience shows that this is much better than 
to allow the family to disintegrate and to institutionalize its 
members, particularly the children. 

In spite of our reduced budget, we are making every effort 
to keep up the standards necessary to accomplish the real pur- 
poses of our work for children. During the year, various 
special reports and pamphlets have been issued on behalf of 
our work in Philadelphia and in our territory in eastern and 
central Pennsylvania. We have continued the publication 
of the Children's Aid News. 

The fifty-first annual meeting was held in Philadelphia at 
the office of the Society, February 9, 1933, when the Officers 
and Board of Directors, whose names appear on page 14 
were elected.

We have examined the accounts of the Children's Aid Society of 
Pennsylvania at its office in the Social Service Building, 311 South 
Juniper Street, Philadelphia, for the year ended December 31«t, 1932. 

Bepresentativee of the Auditor General of the State visit your office 
and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. Your Audit- 
ing Committee also examines and approves the invoices payable, payrolls 
and petty cash disbursements throughout the year. Such items bearing 
the initials, signatures and stamps of either the Auditor General or 
your Auditing Committee were not re-examined by us, excepting where 
it was necessary to do so to fit in with our work. Our examination in 
general consisted of many comprehensive tests of such details of cash 
receipt* and disbursements, with supporting vouchers and bookkeeping 
entries as had not been examined by the State or your Committee, and, 
assuming the correctness of the work done by the State and your 
Committee, in correlating all of the financial results for the year so as to 
be able to present the Balance Sheet and Income and Expense State- 
ment hereto attached and which correspond with the books as of Decem- 
ber 31st, 1932. 

We verified the amount of cash on deposit in the ildelity-Philadelphia 
Trust Company and in your office, and the uninvested principal, securi- 
ties and mortgages on hand as of December 31st, 1932. The investments 
are at book value; we have not determined the current market value. 
We also verified the uninvested balances of the Jeannetta Verplanck 
Etting, Gustavus C. Seidel, J. Warren Hale and Amanda James funds. 
The Accounts Beceivable of $115,609.34 at December 31st, 1932 have 
been paid by March 31st, 1933 with the exception of a comparatively 
small total of $4,781.41, of which the larger part is payable by the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

The Pennsylvania Company verified directly to us the amount and 
collateral of the loan outstanding at December 31st, 1932, which has 
now been paid. The Accounts Payable decreased from $39,586.51 at 
December 31sty 1932 to $16,675.84 at March 31st, 1933, as shown by 
the books. 

We made tests of income from securities and note interest from 
mortgages and ground rent was in arrears at December 31st, 1932 in 
amount of $511.75; stock dividends of 17-27/40 shares North American 
common stock have not been included as income pending their sale. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved for 
payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to $351,878.14, 
and the income from all sources was $349,263.60, showing that the in- 
come was not sufficient to meet the expenses by $2,614.54, as shown by 
the statement appended hereto, which deficit was met by the use of un- 
restricted assets.

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ANNUAL MEETING 



The 52nd Annual Meeting of the Children's Aid Society 
of Pennsylvania, held February 8, 1934, at its headquarters 
in the Social Service Building, Philadelphia, received reports 
from its sixteen County Branches in eastern and central 
Pennsylvania. The reports showed that 3115 dependent chil- 
dren had been provided for during the year. The Main Office 
in Philadelphia cared for 885 children; the remainder were 
provided for by Branches in Media, Norristown, Reading, 
Allentown, Eafcton, Stroudsburg, Wilkes-Barre, Montrose, To- 
wanda, Williamsport, Wellsboro, Lewistown, Huntingdon, 
Altoona, Bedford, and Chambersburg. 

Expenditures of the Society in the Philadelphia, Delaware 
and Montgomery County area for the year 1933 were $329, 
320.50. The Welfare Federation of Philadelphia, toward the 
work of the Society in the City and the two adjoining coun- 
ties, provided $101,989.45. Per capita payments for the sup- 
port of Children by the County Commissioners and Poor 
Boards, income from endowments, collections from parents, 
and special gifts made up the balance needed to meet the 
expenses. Financial statements given herewith are for Main 
Office in Philadelphia. Each County Society has its own 
treasurer and issues its own financial reports. 

Lewis N. Lukens, Jr., director of the Children's Aid Society 
of Pennsylvania, who presided, said, "Over 60% of the ex- 
penditures of the Society are in direct payments to hundreds 
of private families with whom the Society boards its wards. 
These foster family homes give individual care and treatment 
to the children. They are sent to school and have a full share 
in the family and community life. Sharp economies have had 
to be made by the Society on account of declining contribu- 
tions and reduced income on endowment. We also find that 
surviving parents and relatives of children are less able to 
pay. The County Relief Boards in Philadelphia, Delaware 
and Montgomery Counties, as well as in other parts of the 
state, have been a tremendous help in holding the families 
of the unemployed together and preventing an increase of 
homeless children." 
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Edwin D. Solenberger, general secretary of the Society, 
in his report, said, "The child-caring agencies and institu- 
tions in Pennsylvania are now facing a crisis in providing 
for their children when they reach the age of sixteen and 
upwards. At this age these dependent and neglected children 
would normally be at least partly self-supporting and in a 
few years would be able to stand on their own feet. Today 
child welfare workers have the problem of maintaining the 
morale of adolescent boys and girls, ready for work, but un- 
able to find it. Believing that conditions will be better in the 
not distant future, the Society has followed the policy of 
keeping these children in school and giving them the best 
possible training, so that they will be equipped for adult re- 
sponsibilities and self-support as soon as the opportunity 
offers." 

In the Children's Aid News we give current reports con- 
cerning the work of the Society in its territory in eastern 
and central Pennsylvania. We also issue at intervals various 
special reports and pamphlets. Any or all of these are avail- 
able on request from any person interested, whose name is 
not already on our mailing list.

We have examined the books of the Children's Aid Society of Pennsyl- 
vania at its office in the Social Service Building, 311 South Juniper 
Street, Philadelphia, for the year ended December 31, 1933. 

Bepreeentatives of the Auditor General of the State visit your office 
and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. Your Audit- 
ing Committee also examines and approves the invoices payable, pay- 
rolls and petty cash disbursements throughout the year. Such items 
bearing the initials, signatures and stamps of either the Auditor General 
or your Auditing Committee were not re-examined by us, excepting 
where it was necessary to do so to fit in with our work. Our examina- 
tion in general consisted of many comprehensive tests of such details 
of cash receipts and disbursements, with supporting vouchers and book- 
keeping entries, as had not been examined by the State or your Com- 
mittee, and, assuming the correctness of the work done by the State 
and your Committee, in correlating all of the financial results for the 
year so as to be able to present the Balance Sheet and Income and 
Expense Statement hereto attached and which correspond with the 
books as of December 31, 1933. 

We verified the amount of cash in the Fidelity Philadelphia 
Trust Company and in your Society's office, and the uninvested 
principal, securities, real estate and mortgages on hand as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1933. The investments are at book value; we have not deter- 
mined the current market value. One property on which the Society 
held a mortgage of $3 <800.00 was taken over by it as of October 19th, 
1933. We also verified the uninvested balances of the Jeannetta Ver- 
planck Etting, Gustavus C. Seidel and J. Warren Hale funds. The 
Accounts Beceivable of $77,693.81 at December 31st, 1933 have been 
paid. 

We made tests of income from securities. Arrearages in income at 



December 31st, 1933 were as follows:

Mortgages (including advanced for taxes) 290.57 

Ground Bent 42.83 



Stock dividends of 36-5/200 shares North American common stock were 
not included as income pending their sale. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved for pay- 
ment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to $311,272.75, and 
the income from all sources was $306,773.91, showing that the income 
was not sufficient to meet the expenses by $4,498.84, as shown by the 
statement appended hereto, which deficit was met by the use of un- 
restricted assets.

We have examined the books of the Children's Aid Society of 
Pennsylvania at its office in the Social Service Building, 311 Sonth 
Juniper Street, Philadelphia, for the year ended December 31, 1934. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit your 
office and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. 
Tour Auditing Committee also examines and approves the invoices 
payable, payrolls and petty cash disbursements throughout the year. 
Such items bearing the initials, signatures and stamps of either the 
Auditor General or your Auditing Committee were not re-examined 
by us, excepting where it was necessary to do so to fit in with our 
work. Our examination hi general consisted of many comprehensive 
tests of such details of cash receipts and disbursements, with sup- 
porting vouchers and bookkeeping entries, as had not been examined 
by the State or your Auditing Committee, and assuming the correct- 
ness of the work done by the State and your Committee in correlating 
all of the financial results for the year so as to be able to present fhe 
Balance Sheet and Income and Expense Statement hereto attached 
and which correspond with the books as of December 31, 1934. 

We verified the amount of cash on deposit in the Fidelity-Phila- 
delphia Trust Company, and in the Society's office, and the unin- 
vested principal, securities, real estate and mortgages on hand as of 
December 31, 1934. The investments are at book value; we have not 
determined the current market value. We also verified the unin- 
vested balances of the Jeannetta Verplanck Etting and J. Warren 
Hale funds. The Gustavus C. Seidel cash on deposit at the first of 
the year was invested during the year. The Accounts Beceivable of 
$49,022.08 at December 31, 1934 have been paid, excepting $11,333.33 
due from the State of Pennsylvania on its maintenance appropriation 
to the Society, and small miscellaneous items of $74.06 

We made tests of income from securities. Arrearages in income at 
December 31, 1934 were as follows: 

Bonds $2,435.00 

Mortgages (including advanced for taxes) 324.16 

Ground Bent 66.58 

Stock dividends of 36 shares North American common stock were not 
included as income pending their sale. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved for 
payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to $309,340.08, 
and the income from all sources was $300,825.96, showing that the 
income was not sufficient to meet the expenses by $8,514.07, as shown 
by the statement appended hereto, which deficit was met by the use 
of unrestricted assets.

Owing to the fact that all our foster mothers help plan for the 
clothing of the children in their own homes, we find it difficult to 
handle the clothes of the older children in any way but through our 
own clothing department. Therefore, in filling in the requisition blanks 
received from the Branches we asked for articles suitable for the use 
of infants and children under three years of age. 

In response about half the Branches were able to help us in this 
respect. We received six layettes (and could have used a dozen), 
twenty dozen diapers (and could have used sixty dozen), also many 
useful blankets, wrappers, etc. were included, all of which were given 
out by March 1st and were most helpful in meeting the extra demands 
made upon our agency in the physical care of the very young children. 

The garments that were received for older children and adults that 
we were not able to use were either returned to the Branches they 
were received from, or, if the Branch distribution was closed, the gar- 
ments were sent to the Family Society for their use.

We have examined the books of the Children's Aid Society of 
Pennsylvania at its office in the Social Service Building, 311 Sonth 
Juniper Street, Philadelphia, for the year ended December 31, 1935. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit your 
office and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. 
Your Auditing Committee also examines and approves the invoices 
payable, payrolls and petty cash disbursements throughout the year. 
Such items bearing the initials, signatures and stamps of either the 
Auditor General or your Auditing Committee were not re-examined 
by us, excepting where it was necessary to do so to fit in with our 
work. Our examination in general consisted of many comprehensive 
tests of such details of cash receipts and disbursements, with sup- 
porting vouchers and bookkeeping entries, as had not been examined 
by the State or your Auditing Committee, and assuming the correct- 
ness of the work done by the State and your Committee in correlating 
all of the financial results for the year so as to be able to present the 
Balance Sheet and Income and Expense Statement hereto attached 
and which correspond with the books as of December 31, 1935. 

We verified the amount of cash on deposit in the Fidelity-Phila- 
delphia Trust Company and in the Society's office, and the unin- 
vested principal, securities, real estate and mortgages on hand as of 
December 31, 1935. The investments are at book value; the market 
value of the bonds and stocks as of December 31, 1935, shown in a 
footnote on the Balance Sheet, was ascertained by E. W. Clark k Co. 
We also verified the uninvested balances of the Jeannetta Verplanck 
Etting and J. Warren Hale funds. The Accounts Receivable of 
$58,319.24 at December 31, 1935 have been paid, excepting $2,833.33 
for December 1935 from the State of Pennsylvania on its maintenance 
appropriation to the Society.

We have examined the books of the Children's Aid Society of 
Pennsylvania at its office in the Social Service Building, 311 South 
-Tuniper Street, Philadelphia, for the year ended December 31, 1936. 

Representatives of the Auditor General of the State visit your 
office and make examinations of the receipts and disbursements. 
Your Auditing Committee also examines and approves the invoices 
payable, payrolls and petty cash disbursements throughout the year. 
Such items bearing the initials, signatures and stamps of either the 
Auditor General or your Auditing Committee were not re-examined 
by us, excepting where it was necessary to do so to fit in with our 
work. Our examination in general consisted of many comprehensive 
tests of such details of cash receipts and disbursements, with support- 
ing vouchers and bookkeeping entries, as had not been examined 
by the State or your Auditing Committee, and assuming the correct- 
ness of the work done by the State and your Committee in correlating 
all of the financial results for the year so as to be able to present 
the Balance Sheet and Income and Expense Statement hereto attached 
and which correspond with the books as of December 31, 1936. 

We vertified the amount of cash on deposit in the Fidelity-Phila- 
delphia Trust Company and in the Society's office, and the uninvested 
principal, securities, real estate and mortgages on hand as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1936. The investments are at book value; the market value 
of the bonds and stocks as of December 31, 1936, shown in a footnote 
on the Balance Sheet, was ascertained by E. W. Clark & Company, 
Treasurer, and the Society's office. We also verified the uninvested 
balances of the Jeannetta Verplanck Etting and J. Warren Hale 
funds. The Accounts Receivable of $48,383.27 at December 31, 1936 
have been paid, excepting $2,833.33 for December 1936 from the State 
of Pennsylvania on its maintenance appropriation to the Society. 
During the year 1936 the mortgage on 1242 East Chelten Avenue, 
Philadelphia, was foreclosed, and later the property was sold. 

We made tests of income from securities. Bond interest in ar- 
rears at December 31, 1936 was $5,574.43. Arrearages in income from 
mortgages, real estate and ground rent, although not calculated, 
was a comparatively small amount. Stock dividends of 39 shares 
North American common stock have not been included in income in 
this and prior years pending their sale. 

The expenses for the year, all of which were paid or approved for 
payment by order of the Board of Directors, amounted to $280,329.75, 
and the income from all sources was $275,078.01, showing that the 
income was not sufficient to meet the expenses by $5,251.74, as shown 
by the statement appended hereto, which deficit was met by the use 



of unrestricted assets.

Dear Sir: 

We have examined the books of the Children 's Aid Society of Penn- 
sylvania for the year ended December 31, 1937, and have prepared there- 
from the appended Balance Sheet, Statement of Income and Expenses, 
Legacies Received During 1937, and 8nmmary of Receipts and Dis- 
bursements of the Special Gift Fund. 

We have examined the bonds, stocks, and deeds to real estate com- 
posing the Society's investments in the trust and general funds, ex- 
cepting the Social Service Building and Annex, and have verified the 
cash in banks. The accounts receivable were collected since the close 
of the year. 

We have made comprehensive tests of the income receivable from 
various sources, but have not made a detailed examination of the ex- 
penditures, as these are examined by representatives of the Auditor 
General's Department as well as by the Auditing Committee of the 
Society.

AMENDED APRIL 6TH, 1889. 



I. The name of the Corporation shall be Children's Aid Society of 
Pennsylvania. 

II. The purpose for which the Corporation is formed are to provide for 
the welfare of any destitute children who may come under its control ; to 
establish and maintain for the public a Bureau of Information concerning 
charities; and to aid and co-operate in the protection of children from 
creulty. 

III. The business of the Corporation is to be transacted in the City of 
Philadelphia, and in all Counties of the State of Pennsylvania, in which the 
Corporation shall establish Branch Associations, to be under its control in 
accordance with the terms of the By-Laws.

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BY-LAWS OF THE SOCIETY 
I. All annual subscribers to the Society of five dollars or more, and 
all members of the County Committees, or Branch Societies appointed in 
accordance with the By-Laws, shall be members. 

II. The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in February. 
Special meetings shall be called by the President upon the order of the 
Board of Directors, and one week's notice given of the time and place 
thereof. 

III. A Board of not less than twenty-one nor more than twenty-seven 
Directors and a Treasurer shall be elected at the annual meeting. Within 
ten days after the annual meeting they shall organize by electing a Presi- 
dent, a first Vice-President, a second Vice-President, a third Vice-President 
and a Secretary who will serve for one year, or until others are chosen in 
their stead. 

IV. The Board of Directors shall have power to appoint such staff as 
they may think proper, to prescribe their duties and to fix their compensa- 
tion, and in general to carry out the objects of the Society. They shall have 
power to fill vacancies in their own body. The Board shall have power in 
the event of resignation, disability, or removal of the Treasurer of the Soc- 
iety in the interval between annual meetings, to elect a Treasurer to act 
until the next succeeding annual meeting. 

V. The Board of Directors shall also have power to constitute 
County Committees, or Branch Societies of the Children's Aid Society in 
such Counties of the State of Pennsylvania as may seem to them proper. 

VI. The object of the County Committees, or Branch 
Societies shall be : 

1. To aid in carrying out in their own counties the 
purposes of the Society, and to assist in the care 
of the children needing help. 

2. To promote the effective co-operation of public and 
private agencies in child welfare work. 

VII. Wherever County Committees, or Branch Societies exist with the 
approval of this Board,or shall hereafter be created, and so approved, they 
shall be accepted as the representatives of the Society working under its 
charter in their respective counties. Provided, always, that they shall 
work in harmony with our principles and By-Laws, and with such regula- 
tions as the Society or this Board may adopt ; and provided, also that they 
shall make due reports of all transactions. 

VIII. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual or special meeting 
of the Society. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 



I. Stated meetings of the Board shall be held on the .third Friday 
of each month, except in the months of July, August and September, stated 
meetings may be omitted. Special meetings may be called by the President, 
or at the written request of any two members, at least one day's notice 
being given. 

II. The order of business shall be as follows: 

1. The Minutes of the previous meeting. 

2. Report of the Treasurer. 

3. Report of the Standing Committees. 

4. Report of Special Committees. 
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5. Report of General Secretary. 

6. Deferred or unfinished business. 

7. New business. 

8. Adjournment. 

III. Minutes of the previous meeting after approval by the Board of 
Directors, shall be signed before adjournment by the President and Secre- 
tary or officers pro tem. 

IV. The President shall be ex-officio, a member of all standing com- 
mittees. 

V. There shall be standing committees of the Board as follows: 
Committees on Auditing, Buildings and Grounds, Clothing and Special 
Gifts, Finance, Children, and an Executive Committee. They shall be 
appointed by the President within thirty days after the annual meeting to 
serve for one year. The names of the members of the standing committees 
shall be reported at the next succeeding meeting after their appointment. 
The committees shall report at every stated meeting. The President shall 
appoint as chairman of the Committee on Clothing and Special Gifts a 
member of the Board of Directors and may appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Board, as members of this committee any persons who are interested 
in the work. Special committees may be appointed by the Board. 

VI. There may be an Executive Committee of two or more Directors 
whose appointment by the President shall be confirmed by unanimous vote 
at any stated meeting of the Board. Said committee may meet at stated 
times, or on notice to all by any of their number. During the intervals 
between meetings of the Board, the Board may delegate to such committee 
authority to exercise all the powers of the Board excepting power to amend 
the By-Laws. Vacancies in the membership of the committee shall be filled, 
by confirmation of the President's appointments, by the Board of Directors 
at a stated meeting, or in the intervals between such meetings temporarily 
by appointment of the President until the next succeeding stated meeting. 
The Executive Committee shall keep regular minutes of its proceedings and 
report the same to the Board when required. 

VII. A State Advisory Council may be appointed by the Board of 
Directors, with a chairman chosen from the Board. Membership in the 
Council shall include, as far as possible, representatives from all the count- 
ies in which the Society is working. It shall be especially the duty of the 
Council to assist in carrying out Articles V, VI, and VII of the By-Laws 
of the Society. 

VIII. The Treasurer shall make no payment except upon order of the 
Board of Directors or the Auditing Committee or Executive Committee 
when duly authorized by the Board. Such orders shall be signed by the 
President or a Vice-President or President pro tem and Secretary or As- 
sistant Secretary or Secretary pro tem. 

IX. Five members of the Board present at any regular or special 
meeting shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

X. Each member of the Board of Directors shall be a contributing 
member of the Society in accordance with Article I of the By-Laws of 
the Society. 

XI. Additions, alterations and amendments to these By-Laws may 
be made only by vote of a majority of the Board of Directors, at a special 
meeting of the Board of Directors called for that purpose ; or at any stated 
meeting, provided notice of the proposed change has been given at a pre- 
vious meeting.

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ANNUAL MEETING 



The 58th annual meeting of the Children's Aid Society 
of Pennsylvania was held, in accordance with its Charter 
and By-Laws, February 16, 1940, at the office of the So- 
ciety, 311 South Juniper Street, Social Service Building, 
Philadelphia. The officers and board of directors elected at 
the annual meeting are shown on page 4. The financial and 
statistical reports presented at the annual meeting are 
given herewith. 

The officers and directors of the affiliated Children's 
Aid Societies in eastern and central Pennsylvania are given 
on pages 18 and 19. The county societies issue their own 
financial statements and make separate reports of their 
work. 

As already reported in the Children's Aid News certain 
changes have been made in the County Agency Department 
services during the past year. These relate particularly 
to the transfer of five rural counties formerly affiliated 
with the Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania to become 
units of the Rural Child Welfare Services under the Social 
Security Act with grants from Federal funds. The admin- 
istration is through the State Department of Welfare in 
cooperation with the County Institution Districts. The Fed- 
eral supervision is exercised through the United States 
Children's Bureau. The counties in the order of their trans- 
fer are as follows: — Bradford County, October 16, 1939; 
Susquehanna County, November 1, 1939; Tioga County, 
January 1, 1940; Bedford County, February 1, 1940; Miff- 
lin County, February 15, 1940. The Huntingdon County 
branch is now operating in connection with their County 
Institution District and is considering the Rural Child 
Welfare Services. In the statistical summary of the County 
Agency Department on page 9 will be found a record of 
children cared for in 1939 by the affiliated counties with 
explanatory footnotes. The adoption service of the main office 
in Philadelphia is being continued for the counties in the 
Rural Child Welfare Services and also for our County 
Branches. 

The main office and county societies issue special reports 
and pamphlets as occasion demands. Current reports of the 
work of the Society in Philadelphia and in eastern and cen- 
tral Pennsylvania are given in the Children's Aid News. 
Any of our publications will be sent gladly on request to 
anyone interested whose name is not already on our mail- 
ing list.

We have examined the books of the Children's Aid Society of 
Pennsylvania for the year ended December 31, 1939, and have pre- 
pared therefrom the appended Balance Sheet, Statement of Income 
and Expenses, Legacies Received During 1939, and Summary of Re- 
ceipts and Disbursements of the Special Gift Fund. 

We obtained certificate from the Provident Trust Company, cus-

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BY-LAWS OF THE SOCIETY 



I. All annual subscribers to the Society of five dollars or more, and 
all members of the County Committees, or Branch Societies appointed in 
accordance with the By-Laws, shall be members. 

II. The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in February. 
Special meetings shall be called by the President upon the order of the 
Board of Directors, and one week's notice given of the time and place 
thereof. ' 

III. A Board of not less than twenty-one nor more than twenty-seven 
Directors and a Treasurer shall be elected at the annual meeting. Within 
ten days after the annual meeting they shall organize by electing a Presi- 
dent, one or more Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, and one or more Assistant 
Treasurers, who will serve for one year or until others are chosen in 
their stead. 

IV. The Board of Directors shall have power to appoint such staff as 
they may think proper, to prescribe their duties and to fix their compensa- 
tion, and in general to carry out the objects of the Society. They shall 
have power to fill vacancies in their own body. The Board shall have 
power in the event of resignation, disability, or removal of the Treasurer 
of the Society in the interval between annual meetings, to elect a Treas- 
urer to act until the next succeeding annual meeting. 

V. The Board of Directors shall also have the power to constitute 
County Committees, or Branch Societies of the Children's Aid Society in 
such Counties of the State of Pennsylvania as may seem to them proper. 

VI. The object of the County Committees, or Branch 
Societies shall be: 

1. To aid in carrying out in their own counties the 
purposes of the Society, and to assist in the care 
of the children needing help. 

2. To promote the effective co-operation of public and 
private agencies in child welfare work. 

VII. Wherever County Committees, or Branch Societies exist with the 
approval of this Board, or shall hereafter be created, and so approved, they 
shall be accepted as the representatives of the Society working under its 
charter in their respective counties. Provided, always, that they shall 
work in harmony with our principles and By-Laws, and with such regula- 
tions as the Society or this Board may adopt ; and provided, also that they 
shall make due reports of all transactions. 

VIII. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual or special meeting 
of the Society. 

As amended February 21, 1941 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 



I. Stated meetings of the Board shall be held on the third Friday 
of each month, or such other day as may be fixed from time to time by 
the Board, except in the months of July, August and September, stated 
meetings may be omitted. Special meetings may be called by the Pres- 
ident or at the written request of any two members, at least one day's 
notice being given, 

II. The order of business shall be as follows : 

1. The Minutes of the previous meeting. 

2. Report of the Treasurer. 

3. Report of the Standing Committees. 

4. Report of the Special Committees. 

5. Report of General Secretary. 

6. Deferred or unfinished business. 

7. New business. 

8. Adjournment. 

III. Minutes of the previous meeting after approval by the Board of 
Directors, shall be signed before adjournment by the President and 
Secretary or officers pro tern. 

IV. The President shall be ex-officio, a member of all standing com- 
mittees. 

V. There shall be standing committees of the Board as follows : 

Committees on Adoption, Auditing, Buildings and Grounds, 
Clothing and Special Gifts, Finance, Foster Care, Personnel, Public 
Relations, and an Executive Committee. They shall be appointed by 
the President within thirty days after the annual meeting to serve for 
one year. The names of the members of the standing committees shall 
be reported at the next succeeding meeting after their appointment. 
The committees shall report at every stated meeting. The President 
shall appoint as chairman of the Committee on Clothing and Special 
Gifts a member of the Board of Directors and may appoint, subject 
to the approval of the Board, as members of this committee any per- 
sons who are interested in the work. Special committees may be ap- 
pointed by the Board. 

VI. There may be an Executive Committee of two or more Direc- 
tors whose appointment by the President shall be confirmed by unani- 
mous vote at any stated meeting of the Board. Said committee may 
meet at stated times, or on notice to all by any of their number. During 
the intervals between meetings of the Board, the Board may delegate 
to such committee authority to exercise all the powers of the Board 
excepting power to amend the By-Laws. Vacancies in the membership 
of the committee shall be filled, by confirmation of the President's 
appointments, by the Board of Directors at a stated meeting, or in 
intervals between such meeting temporarily by appointment of the 
President until the next succeeding stated meeting. The Executive 
Committee shall keep regular minutes of its proceedings and report the 
same to the Board when required.

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VII. A State Advisory Council may be appointed by the Board of 
Directors, with a chairman chosen from the Board. Membership in the 
Council shall include, as far as possible, representatives from all the count- 
ies in which the Society is working. It shall be especially the duty of the 
Council to assist in carrying out Articles V, VI, and VII of the By-Laws 
of the Society. 

VIII. Neither the Treasurer nor any Assistant Treasurer shall make 
any payment except upon order of the Board of Directors or the Auditing 
Committee or Executive Committee when duly authorized by the Board. 
Such orders shall be signed by the President or a Vice-President, or Presi- 
dent pro tern, or Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the Auditing Committee 
or Executive Committee, and Secretary or Assistant Secretary or Secretary 
pro tern. 

IX. Five members of the Board present at any regular or special meet- 
ing shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

X. Each member of the Board of Directors shall be a contributing 
member of the Society in accordance with Article I of the By-Laws of 
the Society. 

XI. Additions, alterations and amendments to these By-Laws may 
be made only by vote of a majority of the Board of Directors, at a special 
meeting of the Board of Directors called for that purpose ; or at any stated 
meeting, provided notice of the proposed change has been given at a pre- 
vious meeting.
